Noted American Architect Says the Great Modern Country Is 
Writing the Most Splendid Pages of Her Brilliant History 


HAVE just passed a month in 

Italy and I have seen 

derful spectacles that, 

ing admired them in actuality, 

am obsessed with the 

a sort of bewonderment—occa- 
sioned by a beauty quite unknown 
unsuspected, I speak of the spectacle of 
the War and for once not of Art or ef 
Nature. Italy is a country that is so 
rich in landscapes, in monuments, and in 
works, so filled with what is most per- 
fect in the antique, that one is teo often 
tempted to forget what man is actually 
doing to the profit of the existence of 
things and of evoking past history. 

It is a popular idea, but a false one, 
that the past is better than the present 
—founded, not on the reality of hap- 
penings, but by the play of the imagina- 
tion. To be sure, it is impossible to for- 
get the scenery in which these prodigious 
events are taking place, I mean the mili- 
tary activity of the nation—because it is 
realizing prodigious feats, (and I beg 
that I will not be accused of using this 
word haphazardly,) prodigies most vivid 
and vital and which it is not right te 
smother under the weight of past glories. 
Italy is a great modern country that is 
writing at this moment the most splendid 
pages of her history. She may well 
compare herself today with the Italy ef 
past centuries; she is on a level with 
her most glorious achievements, and it is 
not only in reality that she fights her 
battles on the mountain tops, it is sym- 
bolically as well, if one considers her 
historical and moral position im the 
wor:.¢. 

The 19th of August I took the train 
and directed myself tn General Headquar- 
ters, where I was most cordially received, 
as also at the Bureau of the Press, which 
is directed most admirably by Colonel 
Barbarich. All information concerning 
the combat and all permissions to visit 
the front are distributed by this bureau, 
which is organized at the same time in 
a manner most simple and efficient.

The principle on which it works is 
to furnish news with the greatest possi- 
bie rapidity and to avoid to newspaper 
correspondents all the difficulties inher- 
ent to a state of war. -

undoubtedly to avoid fresh bombard- 
ments and more ruins. 

On the next day I visited the Carso, 
the famous and terrible Carso, spending 
the morning looking carefully into the 
approaches and trenches of defense of 
Mount San Michele, with its four sum- 
mits. Later I spent four days at its 
foot, at Gradisca, going over it daily

the paralleling enemy’s work. Barbed 
wire and chevaux de frise everywhere, 
endless lines of them. The rocks be- 
tween the trenches were literally and ab- 
solutely covered with shells of every 
calibre, exploded and unexploded and 
thousands of hand grenades belonging to 
both sides, so that it was a very serious 
matter where one could place one’s feet. 

Many of the dead were buried under 
stones and many human fragments still 
lay about. The trenches were indescrib- 
able in their disorder, with quantities of 
abandoned ammunition and accoutre- 
ments. Of all the trenches I have seen 
these of Mount San Michele, owing to 
the character of the ground and the dif- 
ficulties of construction, are the most 
primitive and offer the minimum of 


sessed several large natural caverns 
where reserves of ammunition and men 
could be held in absolute safety, one hav- 
ing a capacity of several thousand. These

enemy to knock the bewildered gasping 
soldiers over the head, had left no rogm 
in his mind as to the baseness of heart 
of the Austrians. One of these maces, 
found in the trenches of San Michele, 
was given to me. It is a terrific testi- 
mony as to the mentality of those who 
have led and armed the Austrian people. 

Of the villages on the Carso nothing 
remains. The enemy is at present in- 
trenched from 8 to 10 kilometers further 
back, in a country of much the same 
character, but with more cover, such as 
it is. The next drive will expel them 
and terminate in the liberation of 
Trieste, about 20 kilometers from the 
present positions. 

The difficulties encountered in warring 
over such ground as the Carso and along 
the rest of the Italian front that is in 
the mountains, while equal in physical 
effort, must not be confused as regards 
type. The engineering problems to be 
solved in the mountains in peace times 
would be considered insurmountable. If 
it were but the problem of defending the 
valleys and passes, one can imagine such 
en undertaking being possible, but the 
fighting has been transposed to the high- 
est of the mountain tops. To get ma- 
terial where it is needed, and to transfer 
troops quickly frem one sector to 
another, over 6,000 kilometers of auto- 
mobile road have been constructed; also, 
to the inaccessible peaks, innumerable 
paths of an excellent type for mule 
transportation. 

Many of these will undoubtedly 
be perfected before the end of the 
war, and after the victory a new and 
marvelous country will be opened to 
dilettante tourism. The engineers have 
hesitated at nothing. Mountains before 
considered absolutely unscalable have 
been mastered and one now goes up to a 
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most perfect type and execution. These 
roads have been made under the direction 
of the engineers with what is known as 
the civilian army, composed of the older 
‘men and boys. ; 

The admiration and marvel I experi- 
enced in going over them are indescriba- 
ble. All has been done in a remarkably 
short period of time, every detail ex- 
ecuted with the greatest care, bridging, 
terracing, tunneling, curbing, sodding— 
nothing to make the work durable has 
been neglected. Over these roads and 
still further up over the mule paths, 
cannon of all calibre have been hauled 
by traction and by hand and installed in 
impregnable commanding positions. As 
an instance, having motored up a moun- 
tain side nearly to the summit, we en- 
tered a tunnel and presently found our- 
selves on the other side of the mountain 
in a gallery containing a full battery, 
commanding the valley 2,000 meters be- 
lew. On one side as we entered, we left 
the sunlit plain of Vicenza and on the 
other in the shadow we faced the top 
of the Trentino Alps. The contrast was 
bewildering and the greatest admiration 
and praise are poor recompense for the 
men of science who have dared to im- 
agine, and the willing hands who have 
executed, and these extraordinary feats 
are encountered everywhere. It is not 
exceptional as it might be thought. As 
an Alpine soldier remarked to me—“ It 
is indeed the death of Alpinism, for to- 
day every one is an Alpinist.” And so, 
in these herculean days, all values have 
lost their meaning and heroism disap- 
pears in the multitude of heroes. 

" A word of appreciation and of grati- 
tude for the mule—what a brave beast, 
of instinct so sure. In confiding myself 
to them, I, one of the profane and with- 
out great equestrian experience, had the 
impression that I must have studied long 
and perfected myself in the art at the 
school of Torre di Quinto, the Italian 
West Point, near Rome. Often I would 
find myself in positions of most mi- 
raculous equilibrium, such as the photo- 
graphs of this famous school have made 
us familiar with. But these acrobatic 
feats seemed to be nothing exceptional; 
they did not even seem to be dangerous, 
‘thanks to the honest mule, so persever- 
ing, so full of good-will and, happily, 
never distracted. 

Where it is impossible to use the mule 
as transport of troops and provisions it 
is facilitated by the aerial railway— 
called Talleferica. I saw one of these 
consisting of a*single span of 2,160 me- 
ters, a feat considered impossible by the 
engineers, but which a Major of the Al- 
pine troops had succeeded in executing. 
This same Major was the officer who 
blew off the top of the Casteletto with 
its Austrian garrison. There and at the 
Col di Lana the enemy had intrenched 
themselves in most embarrassing posi- 
tions, where it was impossible to dis- 
lodge them or cut off their provisions, 
which arrived -from the rear. In both 
cases, these summits were of the pal- 
isade type; the Alpine troops, using 
ropes and ladders, managed to lodge 
themselves underneath, in some crevices 
—there they installed, piece by 
piece, a perforating machine driven by 
benzine, drilled a tunnel 300 meters long 
to within 15 meters of the top; placed 
therein an explosive charge of 7 tons of 
chedite and blew off the entire mountain 
top. It took four months of day and 
night labor to accomplish this. 

When one has seen such wonderful 
things and associated with such daunt- 
less men, one is seized with the irresist- 
ible desjre to make better known their 
feats and to describe the spectacles of 
these triumphs of will and courage. Let 
us cry as the children all along the route 
in the little villages, before their humble 
abodes, “Evviva I’Italia!” and ‘let this 
cry be with us as it is with them, not 
merely formal, not merely a superficial 
manifestation like the waving of a 
handkerchief, but something from the 
heart. 

Everywhere I met subjects that filled 
me with wonderment. The only thing 
that did not astonish me were the traces 
ef Austrian mentality in the provinces 
they have so long occupied and which 
are now being liberated. As a proof 
that the war was premeditated in the 
month of July, 1914, foreseeing that the 
Italians would not accept being their ac- 
complices, there were removed from 
Aquilia the most precious objects from 
the museum. This museum of Aquilia 
was an object of great pride. -It should 
be remembered that this great Roman 
eity of one time 500,000 inhabitants, pos- 





sessing monuments second only te Rome 
itself, was destroyed in the fifth century 
by the Atilla-led ancestors of these same 
barbarians whom the Allies are to- 
day fighting. In this museum they had 
assembled the few fragments which re- 
mained of their work of destruction, but 
today Aquilia has come back to her own,

CANADA FARMS FOR IMMIGRANTS 


WO experts from the Domigion of 
T Canada Agricultural Department are 
inspecting portions of the province of 
New Brunswick provisionally chosen to 
provide suitable settlement areas for the 
stream of immigrants which the province 
expects after the war. The New Bruns- 
wick Government has made the following 
interesting scheme for these settlement 
areas: ~ ~ 
When a block of land is finally ac- 
cepted it is to be surveyed and laid out 
with a railroad passing through it 
diagonally and two main roads crossing 
it at right angles to each other. The 
railroad will serve as a base line for 
lots, with a corresponding line for the 
base on the other side of the block. 
Every farm will commence at the main 


road and run back to one of the base 
lines. No farm will have land on both 
sides of the track. 

Each block or community is to have at 
its central point a model farm managed 
by a practical farmer placed there by the 
Government, which will produce the 
seeds required by- the farmers of the 
neighborhood. Means of co-operation in 
buying or selling will be provided. 

Land in each community will be divid- 
ed into sections ranging from 10 to 100 
acres each, which the Government will 
sell at cost on easy terms. Each par 
chaser will be required to pay 10 per 
cent dowf, and will be given. twenty 
years to clear the remainder. The Gov- 
ernment will erect a house and a barn 
and dig a well on each farm. '

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A Visit to One of France's Aircraft Factories 


Aeroplanes Are So Quickly Built That the Eyes of the General 
Staff Are Not Blinded and Scouting Service Is Never Cripp'ed 


VERY day the war bulletins 
record an increasing number 
of air combats over the bat- 
tle limes in France, and the 
loss of many aeroplanes and 
their pilots. In the early 

days of confliet, before fighting machines 
and anti-sircraft guns had passed be- 
yond the experimental stage, the hazards 
of the air service were not extraordinary, 
but now the flying men on both sides ave 
required to make fights that seemed im- 
possible months ago, and the variety of 
danger they are called upon to face has 
increased immeasurably. The result is « 
great wastage of flying equipment, 
beth human and ma- 
terial It is not a 
simple task to re- 
place the air pilot, a 
highly trained and 
almost invaluable 
unit—the command- 
ing General’s eyes, 
so to speak—but it 
is not difficult te re- 
pair damaged aero- 
planes and build new 
ones. France, whose 
air service is un- 
Fivaled, has solved 
the problem of build- 


craft so quickly and 
efficiently that the 
eyes of her General 
Staff are not blinded 
and her aerial serv- 
ice is never crippled. 
Not farfrom Paris, 
in a big stretch of 
open country, one 
finds a large number 
of wooden buildings 
—ene of several 
aeroplane mamufac- 
turing plants under 
eontro] of the Gov- 
ernment. The in- 
terior of this factory 
is far more interest- 
Ing than a fight in 
the clouds, and our 
party saw _ both. 
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When we visited the 





factory we were first 

shown the dirigible 

airships, which at ope time were thought 
to_be more useful than the aeroplane, and 
which now seem so inadequate for the 
work that a high-powered biplane is 
eapable of doing. Indeed, the dirigibles 
did not seem to be as useful as the ob- 
servation balloons Which are anchored 
1,000 feet in the air, and can be raised 
er lowered quickly upon the approach of 
a hostile craft. A great many of these 
balloons are sent up at regular inter- 
vals along the battle front, and from 
them the observers can follow the line 
ef enemy trenches and see many other 
things that an aeroplane pilot might 
miss while flying rapidly. 

One readily gets an idea of the re- 
quirements of the air service after a 
visit to the factory, which consists of 
more than 25 buildings. In ten minutes 
we must have seen at least 1,000 sero- 
planes, yet this is only one of the plants 
that turn out the material used by 
French aviators, whose daily task con- 
sists of scouting, gun spotting, bomb 
throwing and fighting the enemy planes. 
Not only were the buildings filled with 
machines, but one found them om motor 
trucks, on freight curs, and im a field 
near by. 

In each building the work is special- 
ized. In ene the engines are tested, in 
another the strength of the wings is 
tried out. As the machines are returned 
in more or less battered condition from 
the fighting ground they are taken apart 
immediately. The wooden bars are 
thrown in one pile, parts af the engine 
in another, the wheels compose another 
heap. It is all systematic and efficient. 

The rapidity with which machines are 
Repaired is an indication of war's effect 
upon aeroplane construction. The officer

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The Difficulties of Dicini 


The Playwright Must: Respect the Novelist, Yet He Must . 
Recognize the Needs of the Theatre, Says Langdon Mitchell 


RAMATIZING a novel which 

has no patents of nobility is 

a task so light that not the 

crudest tyro need halt at it, 

but dramatizing a novel that 

has a public of its own, has 
had for generations, and will have when 
play and players have gone their fleeting 
way, is a job so mighty that he who sets 
it for himself has done with sleep for 
many nights and peace for many day- 
times, and complete artistic satiéfaction 
for all his born days. At least, so says 
Langdon Mitchell, and who should know 
these things better than he, for he has 
dramatized Thackeray's “ Vanity Fair” 
and, more recently, Thackeray’s “ Pen- 
dennis,” the one for Mrs. Fiske, the 
other for John Drew? 

An interview with Mr. Mitchell puts 
an interviewer. very much up a tree, 
because the robust idiom of the play- 
wright is constantly crackling with epi- 
grams which would feel the loss of a 
single word and with explosive senti- 
ments of rebellion at the conventions of 
theatre, society, and so on, no one of 
which could afford to be loosely retold. 

“Every good playwright dramatizes 
novels,” says Mr. Mitchell; “and why 
shouldn’t he, since the art of the novelist 
and the art of the playwright are so 
separated that the adaptation of the 
material of the one by the craftsman of 
the oth does not infringe on either?

He docsn’t accept the tisk of 
dramatizing a novel as great as those 
of Thackeray unless he has a true and 
deep respect for it.

Recent American Sculpture on 


T the Gorham Galleries the an- 
nual exhibition of sculpture 
by American artists may be 
seen until Nov. 25, As in 
the case of the majority 

; of recent exhibitions, the 
struggle of a certain group of young 
sculptors to bring their work back to an 
old ideal, at the same time seeking new 
forms in which to embody it, is apparent. 
The most interesting fact about this _pro- 
gressive group is the diversity of their 
methods and of the immediate sources of 
influence to be discerned in their product. 
To some of them Maillol has been the de- 
termining factor in their education, to 
others it has been Bourdelle, or Rodin in 
his least complex mood. Some are 
“Gothic,” others classic.’ Rome has been 
interrogated, and Athens and Egypt. 
But back of all immediate influences lie 
certain ideas that are gaining steadily 
with the younger sculptdts, ideas that 
have been so long forgotten as to seem 
quite new in their tentative application, 
that may be found in pre-Hellenic monu- 
ments and those of Egypt in the period 
One of these ideas is 
that of material unity. In obedience to 
it the best of the modern sculpture is 
compact, simple in outline, broad in mass, 
with none of the disturbing accessories 
common in the sculpture of two decades 
ago, with an intensity of concentration 
characteristic, one is permitted to sup- 
pose, of the coming age. Another idea is 
that of decorative style. These young 
sculptors work with a picture in their 
minds of the shapes of their open spaces 
and the design made by them. Fre- 
quently the particular pleasure to be got 
from their art is this well-considered de~ 
sign which takes precedence over the 
sense of life in the contours and modeling 
and the sense of substance and texture 
given by the material. Naturally, few 
achieve an approximation to the splen- 
dors of antique art, but it is equally true 
that still fewer decline upon an empty 
imitation of those splendors. 

One stimulating influence keeping the 
breath of life in many a work that other- 
wise would faint and fail is the revival of 
the dance in its present forms. It is one 
thing to see and study the silhouettes of 
figures by Douris and Euphronios on 
Greek vases and quite another to see and 
study human beings assuming similar 
attitudes, using similar gestures, and re- 
calling the great rhythms of athletic 
Greece in flesh and blood. 

The superb “L’Aprés-Midi 
Faune,” by Cecil Howard, is the 
most striking illustration we have 
had of a theme in art that has 
passed through at least three in- 
éarnations. The poses of the Russian 
dancers were studied with amazingly 
happy result from the decorative art of 
antiquity and the modern sculptor un- 
doubtedly found his inspiration in the 
Russian dance. Thus antiquity and the 
living present are brought together in 
this remarkable sculpture which empha- 
sizes the lusty gravity of the animal not 
yet man. It was no small contribution to 
the pleasure of the world to fix for the 
future a movement so intriguing as the 
rhythmic escape of the maiden from the 
faun. 

Another example less obviously con- 
nected with the modern dance but hardly 
less dependent upon a thorough under- 
standing of it is Malvina Hoffman’s 
“Faun and Panther Cub,” a fountain fig- 
ure of an eloquence and beauty rare 
enough in the art of the day. The sculpt- 
or has entered into the mood of her sub- 
ject with fine sympathy for its robust 
force. The head of her faun is at once 
stern and gay. The lithe, muscular limbs, 
the richly modeled back and easy twist of 
the waist muscles, the absence of super- 
fluous flesh, together with firm, -smooth 
contours undisturbed by excited move- 
ment—all this is presented with a securi- 
ty and familiarity impossible until the 


~ Russians revealed the possibilities of 


such physical development and training 
to the appreciative eyes of our young 
artists. 

These examples and others hardly less 
illuminating prophesy the pages of art 
history on which shall be written the 
birth in the twentieth century of s 
renascent interdependence of the arts.

It is interesting to compare the crea- 
tures upon which rest the tokens of con- 
tact with the decorative spirit of the past 
and the realistically presented creatures 
of the modern day. Wild nature and 
the useful zoo have together given an 
ample supply of material for animal 
portraiture. Anna Vaughan Hyatt’s 
“Colt” and “ Filly,” Joseph Krupka’s 
“ Mare and Foal,” and Solon Borglum’s 
“Dancing Horse” give a creditable part 
in the exhibition to the most intelligent 
of beasts; Carl E. Akeley’s “ Charging 
Herd” recalls an almost extinct race, 
Andrew O’Connor’s “Grizzly Bear,” 
Frederick G. R. Roth’s “Polar Bear 
Group,” Charles Carey Rumsey’s “ Pan- 
ther” carry the responsibility of telling 
the truth to future generations who will 
have scant opportunity for correcting the 
impressions made by fhese effigies by 
reference to original types. 

Two or three examples of wood carving 
indicate a lively revival of interest in a 
material rich in dangers for the indis- 
creet, but not poorer in rewards for the 
wary. John Clark with his “Bear and 
Mountain Lion” and his “Buffalo and 
Bear” goes to the extreme naturalism 
with glass eyes and imitative textures. 
His work is extremely clever, and will be 
valued for its objective qualities. Henry 
Crenier’s monkey holding a statuette in 
its arms is closer toa psychological read- 
ing of brute nature and more generalized 
in the treatment of surfaces—a more in- 
teresting accomplishment. 

\ The other works in the exhibition pro-

The Modern Art School. 

Seldom do you feel more acutely the 
change that has come over the art of 
the house than when you wander through 
Washington Square on the usual quest 
of the exhibition visitor. That which 
happened at Berlin in. the late nineties 
is happening on a small scale in Wash- 
ington Square. The artists are evolving 
a new taste and applying it to window 
curtains and sofa cushions. They are 
doing little primitive nudes in gorgeous 
gardens on silks that have been dipped 
in vegetable dyes. They are making 
samplers that would have sent their 
grandmothers shrieking from the room. 
They aré painting cabinets orange and 
black and using peasant pottery as a 
basis for their own designs. ‘They. are 
furnishing an apartment with the prod- 
ucts of France and Egypt and China 
and Austria, and are making harmony 
withal.

But somehow when one begins to read his 
letters one forgets all about who and what 
he was in an absorbing human interest in 
the man himself.~ These war letters are so 
valiant and so fine, so considerate, so gay 
in their willingness to do the hard things and 
to laugh about them, so charming and so 
tender—and in their charm and tenderness 
so infinitely pathetic. They are brave with 
that great bravery that is instinctive and 
altogether unconscious; and their writer has 
never for a moment lost his vital and ex- 
haustive interest in the things of home. The 
reader who expects to find in “ war letters” 
simply the stirring chronicle of events at or 
near the “front” will not find thie book 
what he is looking for. Of his Gay’s*work as 
a soldier Harolf Chapin does write, quite 
personally and vividly; but there is just as 
much “Yn his letters, or more, about home— 
about his wife and his mother and his little 
s0n and his dog.

Prevent war, Germany would like. to 
come with hands as clean as possible, 
Her appeal for peace, when she makes 
it, would ‘be. listened to with a more 
favorable ear, the. presence of her rep- 
resentative at the council table would 
be more welcome in. proportion as she 
can shift from heft, own shoulders as 
much as possible of the dreadful re- 
sponsibility for the war. From the 
Hohenzollern point of view it is bet- 
ter, too, that the German people, 
listening from time to time te such 
utterances, ‘should. be confirmed in 
their belief that England or Russia ‘or 
France or some other power brought 
on the war. + 

The vital significance of the Chan- 
cellor’s Reichstag speech Is the pro- 
found change it reflects in the Impe- 
rial state of mind. Unmistakably it 
means that the Imperial Government 
ig turning its thoughts from the hope 
of conquest, now seen to he imposst- 
ble, even from plans for waging war 
to the death. It is thinking abort 
peace, it desires peace. Whether that 
great change has come through dis- 
asters and failures in the field, or is 
due to the pressure of dire need at 
home, more intense and terrible prob- 
ably than the world ie permitted to 
understand, is not a matter of the 
first importance. The truth now made 
plain is that Germany is about feady 
for peace, that she has abandoned her 
destructive ambition for world power, 
that she would be to consider 
means by which “ the’ return. of such 
a monstrous Catastroplie” could be 
made forever impossible. 

That is the whole thought and pur- 
pose of Great Britain, of France, and 
of Russia at the present moment. By 
their responsible statesmen those 
three Powers have insisted that the 
war must end In a way that will make 
another war impossible for a century. 
With Germany coming into'that franie 
of mind the time ts perhaps not far 
distant. when the tender of good of- 
fices to promote an understanding that 
would end the war might not be re- 
sented as an impertinent intrusion. It 
would be a gTave step, for when taken 
it would not do to have it misunder- 
stood. Liorp Grorcr’s warning has 
not been forgotten. But when Liorp 
Groner spoke he could have had no 
knowledge of what the Chancellor was 
going to say. The Reichstag. speech 
of von Berumann Hottwee puts a 
new face upon the matter. We do 
not say that the point has been 
reached when the tender of the sug- 
gestion of peace might with propriety 
be made.

Most of the reports from Mexico are 
untrustworthy, but there is, never- 
theless, abiple’ ‘verification’ of the 
statements that the northern enemies 
of the de facto Government, who are 
also avowed enemies of our own Gov- 
ernment, have beén “unusually active 
lately. There is encouragement in 
yesterday’s statement from WHagle 
Pass that Parral has been-recaptured 
from the Villistas, though Bagle Pass 
lis a long distance from Parral, and 
the announcement ‘of .recapture seems 
‘to verify the first report that Viriia 
had actually captured the place. The 
yarn that the Carranza troops have 
evacuated Chihuahua’ is false, of 
course. But Vrtta, or the armed 
force working in his still-dreaded 
name, continues te maintain a reign 
of terror in Northern Mexico, and the 
withdrawal of General PErRsnino’s 
troops is not to be thought of at 
present. .It.is reported from Atlantic 
City that the demand of the Mexican 
Commissioners for the withdrawal has 
been “ tabled,” but there is no indica- 
tion that those Commissioners are yet 
ready to discuss practically the means 
of restoring order. 

It is quite plain that CaRRAaNnza 
without American aid is unable to 
restore order. The situation’ has 
grown more threatening, day by day, 
since the protracted deliberations of 
the international commission were be- 
gun. There is no reason to doubt 
the truth of the reports from southern 
Mexico that the Legalistas, under 
Feix Diaz, occupy both Santa Lu- 
crezia and Rincon Antonio, important 
points on the Tehuantepec Ratiway, 
and are, therefore, practically in con- 
trol of that important line of com- 
munication from Coatzacoalcos on the 
east to Salina Cruz en the west. The 
shops. of the railway are at. Rincon 
Antonio. We have heard very little 
hitherto of the progress.of the Dias 
movement, but there is no further 
doubt that it is menacing the hold 
of Cammawza in the south. That 
Feurx Diaz has an understanding 
with the Villistas has been asserted, 
but proof is lacking. The ends for 
which he is working are not the ends 
for which Viaa worked, Diaz is 
frankly reactionary. He would estab- 
lish a conservative Government. 

In spite of the seemingly perilous 
situation of CARRANZA, his emissaries 
at Atlantic City keep a bold front, 
Mr. Cashera talks as if his Govérn- 
ment had been firmly established. 
What he says about Mexican support 
of the United States against any 
Burepean Power, and the problems of 
international relationship to be solved, 
is not.of present importance. The 
defeat of the enemies of free Gov- 
ernment in Mexico is greatly to be 
desired. We are all still hoping that 
CARRANZA may emerge triumphantly 
from the struggle with which he is 
now contending. But the outlook is 
ominous,

It might be unjust to Germany to 
argue that its gain of Russian com- 
merce at England’s expense was due 
altogether to the treaty which Russia 
disliked, Germany is entitled to what- 
ever it can gain by efficiency of manu- 
facture or salesmanship or banking 
facilities. England has no claim to de- 
fense against such competition. But 
the idea that any degree of efficiency’ 
would gain commerce for Poland at 
Germany’s expense is difficult to enter- 
tain. Germany has won Poland’s com- 
merce, if it imposes the arrangement 
mow announced, as surely as it won 
that of Alsace-Lorraine, or of any of 
its conquered colonies. Poland’s new 
political freedom is small. Its com- 
mercial freedom is nil. There is no 
more fertile source of discontent than 
antagonism between commercial and 
political interests. There can be no 
stable political peace without economic 
freedom.
